Candlelight protest over 
midnight blackouts 


M&S consults 
its staff over 
store closure 


MARKS & Spencer has begun talks with staff over 
the closure of its Harlow town centre store after 
its plans for an out-of-town food outlet were 
rejected. 

The retailer launched the consultation, which 
will affect 63 posts, after members of Harlow 
Council’s development management committee 
blocked plans for a Simply Food shop at the 
Queensgate Centre, off Edinburgh Way, Harlow. 

Chris Green, representing Harvey Centre owners 
Sapphire Harlow Nominee Limited and Water 
Gardens owners Standard Life, spoke at the meet¬ 
ing on Thursday. 

Urging councillors to reject the planning appli¬ 
cation, he said Little Walk would provide an 
“excellent opportunity for M&S” but the company 
was not willing to discuss the option. 

He added: “Our client has invested considerably 
in the Harvey Centre, improving its attraction to 
shoppers. They’ve also invested heavily in incen¬ 
tives to ensure the Harvey Centre maintains its 
existing occupiers and attracts new ones to the 
town centre. 

“[Retailers] are spending significant sums and 
with investment like this there is clearly opportu¬ 
nity. But while others invest, and improve, Marks 
and Spencer choose otherwise.” 

But Adam Colton, head of property at M&S, said 
the Broad Walk store was not commercially viable 
and emphasised the company’s desire for surface

level parking at the Simply Lood store. 

He said: “While objectors have criticised us for 
not investing in the town centre store, its trading 
performance could not justify an increase in the 
cost space of the store with no likely return. 

“The Harlow store is underperforming and we 
have reached a situation where we need to take 
action. 

“We want to retain a store in Harlow and con¬ 
tinue to provide a service to Harlow. We did not 
make this decision lightly as, in the short term, we 
may lose trade. But in the medium and long term 
this is the only solution for our business.” 

Mr Colton said the 63 staff in the existing Broad 
Walk store would all been offered jobs at the 
Queensgate Centre outlet. 

Harlow Council leader Jon Clempner said: “As a 
loyal supporter of Marks & Spencer I am extremely 
disappointed that they have not chosen to invest 
in their own store or take advice about this par¬ 
ticular proposal and use the town centre site.” 

Councillor Sue Livings added: “I think it is a big 
disappointment to us all that they are thinking 
and wanting to move away. 

“The town centre is coming up and it will be 
vibrant.”

Councillors reject proposals for Simply Food store 


PLANS for a Marks & Spencer Simply Food store in 
Queensgate Centre, Edinburgh Way, have been rejected 
by Harlow Council’s development management com¬ 
mittee. 

The company was seeking permission to convert a 
former electronics store next to Cineworld at the 
Queensgate Centre to one that will allow the sale of 
food, drink and other goods. The plan also includes the 
provision of a cafe. 

But councillors decided that businesses should always 
try to stay within a town centre area before looking at 
out-of-town locations, and rejected the plans. 

Councillors accused M&Sof lacking flexibility when 
considering alternatives such as investing in its existing 
store in Broad Walk or relocating to Little Walk. 


Adam Colton, head of property at M&S confirmed at 
the meeting that if plans were rejected the store would 
enter into consultation with its 63 staff to decide wheth¬ 
er the Broad Walk store would be closed. 

Speaking after the meeting, Councillor Tony Durcan, 
portfolio holder for regeneration & enterprise, said: 
“The development management committee’s unani¬ 
mous decision to reject planning permission is consist¬ 
ent with Harlow’s retail planning policies and national 
policies, which aim to protect the vitality and viability 
of the town centre. 

“Despite this decision we will continue to press M&S 
to stay in the town centre and be part of its regeneration 
along with other retailers who are investing in the town 
centre.” 


Halfon blasts M&S 
decision as ‘stupid’

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
has branded the decision to 
reject plans for a new Marks 
& Spencer food store as “stu¬ 
pid and shortsighted”. 

The Conservative MP said 
councillors should hold their 
heads in shame for flushing 
63 employees’ livelihoods 
“down the toilet”. 

The company was seeking 
permission to convert a for¬ 
mer electronics store next to 
Cineworld at the Queensga¬ 
te Centre to a Simply Food 
outlet selling food, drink 
and other goods. 

But the proposals were 
unanimously rejected by 
the council’s develop¬ 
ment committee last 
Wednesday. Members 
felt the business should 
be retained in the town 
centre. 

The following day M&S 
confirmed that, as a 
result of the decision, it 
would be entering into 
consultations with staff over the 
possible closure of the store in 
Broad Walk. 

“I feel disgusted,” Mr Halfon said. 
“It’s an awful decision; I feel devas¬ 
tated for staff of the store.” 

Mr Halfon said he did all he could 


to protect jobs by speaking to sen¬ 
ior officials at Harlow Council and 
M&S. 

“This was a big ticket company 
that is now leaving Harlow,” he 
said. “What does this say for aspira¬ 
tion?” 


A spokeswoman for Marks 
& Spencer, which has had a 
presence in Harlow town 
centre since 1969, con¬ 
firmed it was speaking to 
employees with regards to 
the store’s closure. 

“We are disappointed by 
the outcome,” she said. “We 
had indicated we would 
consult with our staff on the 
closure of the Broad Walk 
store and have spoken to our 
employees. 

“The decision to consult is 
not one we have taken light¬ 
ly and it is our intention to 
offer redeployment options 
for all colleagues across the 
local area.” 

Speaking after the meet¬ 
ing, Councillor Tony Dur¬ 
can, portfolio holder for 
regeneration & enterprise, 
said: “Meetings have been 
held between the council and sen¬ 
ior executives of M&S over several 
months to explore options for keep¬ 
ing them in the town centre. We 
believe, particularly with the 
regeneration of the town centre, 
that a suitable home could be found 
for them. 

“We also believe that residents 
and businesses want flagship 
stores with a long association with 
Harlow to stay in the town centre 
where they are easily accessible for 
shoppers of ah ages.”

Mil plan is plaster to wound 
that really requires stitches 

SIR I attended the public meeting at 
Harlow Baptist Church Hall organised by 
local councillors to discuss the proposed 
new Mil junction. 

Several times during the debate Cllr 
Rodney Bass referred to the proposed 
scheme as being the Harlow Relief Road 
and also a bypass. This perhaps, may have 
been better described as the Harlow Snarl- 
up Road - a bypass it most certainly is not. 

The main issue of concern is that the 
scheme is being dealt with at county level. 
Essex County Council cannot, therefore, 
encroach on land outside of its county 
boundaries. For the scheme to have a real 
chance of achieving a positive objective 
it must be dealt with by the Highways 
Agency. 

The scheme as proposed is no better 
than applying a sticking plaster to a 
wound that requires stitches. In essence, it 
is a complete waste of money. 

When Sir Frederick Gibberd designed 
the new town the route of the Mil was 
proposed for the western side. The town 
was therefore planned so that it’s major 
highway artery served the industrial areas 
accordingly. Sadly the Fabour government 
of Harold Wilson decided to put the Mil 
in its current location, thereby destroying 
the architectural plan of Harlow. 

It is imperative the new road is linked to 
the north western side of the town. The 
Harlow North development proposals 
will in time place a further 20,000 vehicle 
movements a day into the network; how on 
earth will the system cope with that? 

Interestingly, no account appears to 
have been made for the new Gilden Way 
development that now has planning 
consent. Indeed, one has to question 
what allowance has been made for the 
continued Newhall development? 

During the meeting both Cllr Bass and 
the highways officer agreed the scheme on 
the table is not the solution. It is, however, 
the option most likely to gain Government 
funding. What a crass way to plan our 
highways and infrastructure. 

Our politicians and planners urgently 
need to get their heads together and put a 
strategic plan into place that for once is for 
the benefit of the people and business of 
this town, ignoring political ego that was 
so clearly demonstrated at the meeting.

A northern bypass is what 
residents want and deserve 

SIR For the first time in my life I attended 
a Conservative Party meeting. The subject 
was the proposed Mil junction cutting 
along Gilden Way through Old Harlow. 

The Tories had brought down their big 
gun, Cllr Rodney Bass, who is responsible 
for turning off Harlow’s street lights. He 
was here to persuade us the junction 
would be a good thing for Harlow. 

The audience to a person told him what 
Harlow needs is a bypass to the north but 
he was having none of it. Every comment 
and question was fended off. While we 
were listening to each other we were 
clearly talking to a closed mind. 

Apparently Essex County Council 
does not count traffic movements any 
more. In this day and age it uses mobile 
phone movements. The audience seemed 
astonished. 

The meeting broke up with angry and 
frustrated people who had not been 
listened to. 

This is not the end of this sorry saga, only 
the beginning. The county council will 
have to convene proper public meetings in 
the new year to gauge local feelings about 
the proposals. I urge as many Star readers 
to attend and protest if Harlow’s traffic 
situation is not to be made worse. 

Harlow Council has already passed a 
resolution calling for a northern bypass. 
This is what the local community want 
and it is what they deserve.

Campaign needs the support 
of town’s younger generation 

SIR The public meeting concerning the 
impact on Old Harlow of proposals for an 
Mil junction 7a was perhaps disappoint¬ 
ingly attended, especially given the poten¬ 
tial impacts on the town as a whole. 

The same central group was there, all 
veterans of the ‘Stop The Gilden Way 
Development’ campaign and magnificent 
they were too. 

Mind you, other than a very erudite and 
non-political county council official there 
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Zero tolerance approach is not cost-effective 


SIR In response to Alan Jewell’s letter (Star, October 23), I would 
like to point out that I have actively supported Travellers’ rights 
to receive accommodation they should have had under the 1968 
Caravan Sites Act and subsequent legislation. 

Travellers were denied these rights by district councils, 
many of them Conservative-led, even though it was statute 
law. It appears Mr Jewell is not too concerned about 
Conservative councillors breaking the law since 1968. 

Recent research by Anglia Ruskin University highlights the 
lack of provision of permanent and transit Traveller sites. 
Official estimates show a shortage of at least 5,300 pitches in 
England and Wales while research highlights many of the 
Traveller sites were provided before 1994 and have not been 
upgraded to take account of increasing population. 

The two sites provided in Harlow were at a time when Labour 
enjoyed solid majorities. Essex County Council, which 
manages those sites, has not increased the number of pitches 
and have even allowed nine pitches at the Fern Hill Lane site 
to become derelict. 

Due to discriminatory laws, Travellers have been forced to 
trespass on land because they are not prepared to see their 
way of life destroyed by unjust laws. Trespass is a civil matter 
and the police can only invoke Section 61 powers if certain 
criteria is met, such as criminal damage. 


Mr Jewell may be interested to learn that I attended the 
Essex Police and Crime Commissioner’s meeting where I 
congratulated the police on their operational tactics with 
regards to unauthorised encampments. This was because 
Essex Police in Harlow have followed the Association of Chief 
Police Officers guidance issued in 2011 which takes account of 
human rights and equality laws. 

Harlow Conservative Party’s ‘zero tolerance approach’ will 
not solve the situation and is not cost-effective. As an example, 
the cost to Bristol City Council in enforcing unauthorised 
encampments in the 1990’s reached a peak of £350,000. 
However, 10 years later and after building one permanent and 
one transit site, it had reduced its average annual enforcement 
costs to just £5,000. 

As a councillor I have a duty to help my constituents solve 
their issues. Unlike Conservative councillors, I believe in 
providing permanent and cost-effective solutions. I also have 
a public sector duty not to discriminate against any section of 
society. I believe I nave discharged both those duties. 

Now is the time for Conservative councils to discharge their 
duties towards Travellers and build the sites that should have 
been built decades ago.

M&S debacle raises some 
very serious questions 

SIR As own goals go, Harlow Council 
has scored a cracker over the M&S 
debacle (Star, October 23). 

Now that M&S has called the council’s 
bluff, officers will be able to quickly 
calibrate the sequential cost of the 
store vacating Broad Walk without too 
much difficulty. 

I suspect existing business are not too 
happy and 63 families have had their 
lives (and certainly their Christmases) 
devastated by the council’s 
incompetence cum ego-tripping. 

Senior officers have some serious 
questions to answer and local 
councillors need to relearn the art of 
questioning advice. Having been both a 
Harlow councillor and an Essex county 
councillor, I learned that officers are 
not always right and quite often believe 
that elected representatives should 
adopt their views. Their role is to give 
impartial advice and it is for 
councillors to make the political 
decisions in the best interests of the 
town within the framework of the law.

Just because it’s cheaper 
doesn’t mean it’s the answer 

SIR I can only assume Essex County 
Council Council’s highways chief Cllr 
Rodney Bass seldom travels by car in 
Harlow and doesn’t have A -level geogra- 

^T^ie two fundamental barriers between 
the A414 and the Mil are the River Stort 
and the railway line. Any link from the 
A414 to the Mil will have to cross these. 


To try and use the existing crossings 
at Harlow without substantial widening 
is pointless - much like the recent 
improvements to the roundabout near 
Harlow Town railway station. 

The main obstacle through Harlow is the 
proliferation of unnecessary traffic lights 
and a lack of joined up thinking whereby 
two retail parks are not linked by their 
access roads. This should have been a 
condition placed upon their development. 

To make an ill-considered extra junction 
from Gilden Way is nonsense; it will do 
nothing to ease congestion in Harlow. 

To do something simply because it is 
cheaper is a nonsense if it doesn’t actually 
work. Better to do nothing at all and use 
the money elsewhere. 

In general terms, traffic flow through 
Harlow could be improved vastly for very 
little cost. Remove traffic lights from all 
bus lanes and paint white lines on the 
carriageway giving buses right of way. 

We have bus and pedestrian lights on 
Second Avenue so poorly designed that a 
single bus can turn the lights to red three 
times as it progresses. It triggers the lights 
but has to stop for the pedestrian lights. 

It triggers them a second time as it pulls 
away again but then stops at the bus stop, 
and then triggers them again as it finally 
gets to the junction. 

On occasions when the lights are out of 
service, the traffic flow is much improved. 

Change the junction/traffic lights to 
allow traffic to exit both right and left 
from the Water Gardens car park. This 
would take considerable traffic from the 
roundabout which is often blocked solid. 

Thirdly, allow traffic from Harlow to 
filter west onto the A414 into the left 
lane whilst traffic from Sawbridgeworth 
could exit the roundabout onto the right 
lane. This sort of arrangement exists on a 
roundabout west of Hertford on the A414/ 
B159 when travelling towards Hertford, so 
it is perfectly feasible. 

I sometimes feel an eight-year-old with a 
box of Dinky tools could do a better job of 
designing the traffic flow.

SAVERS 
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Families reveal the stories 
behind town’s memorials

"O EADERS have been revealing the 
.lAstories behinds the names on 
Harlow's five war memorials as part 
of the First World War centenary 
commemorations. 

A group of volunteers, who are 
helping to organise various projects to 
mark the event, appealed for families 
of those named to come forward. 

Doris Loomes nee Morris, 88, was 
born in Harlow and knew five of the 
men whose names are inscribed on the 
Netteswell & Burnt Mill Memorial. 

She told the Star: “Leslie Elves lived 
in Burnt Mill Village and Bobby 
Genesis lived at Freshwaters. 

“Cyril Linsell lived The Glebe, 
Netteswell. He went out with one of 
my dad’s old girlfriends. Ken Searle 
lived in Burnt Mill Village. Searles 
Bakery that was in the village.” 

Kenneth Percy Searle, whose father 
Percy was a baker, died on December 
14, 1944 at 42nd General Hospital 
Haifa. He is buried on Israel Khayat 
Beach in the Israel War Cemetry. 

Resident Stephen Hulcoop 
unearthed details of Geoffrey Charles 
Pavitt, whose name appears on the 
Old Harlow War Memorial. 

Geoffrey was a crew member of a 
Bristol Blenheim bomber that was shot 
down on February 22, 1941 over the 


North Sea after a dogfight. He was 24. 

Before serving in the war he was a 
postman in Stansted, living was his 
mother and brother Jim, in Old 
Harlow. His father, Charles, was killed 
in action in France on August 31, 1918, 
a member of East Kent Regiment. 

Sgt Pavitt was a wireless operator 
and had been over the North Sea many 
times and is remembered on the 
Runneymeade memorial in Surrey on 
panel 56. 

Another resident remembered 
Ronald Frances Drake whose name is 


on the Old Harlow War Memorial. 

Ronald, who was serving on the 
submarine Stonehenge when it was 
sunk in March 1944, lived in “the big 
house at the top of Churchgate 
Street”. 

Harlow has five war memorials and 
several war graves. These have been 
documented on a newly-produced 
map,which will be available from 
Harlow Council.

MEP pledges support 
for emergency sites

LABOUR Euro MP Richard Howitt 
pledged his support for an emergen¬ 
cy Traveller site in Harlow when he 
appeared on television. 

The former leader of Harlow Council 
appeared on the BBC2 programme 
Sunday Politics alongside Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon. 

There are already 44 authorised plots 
in the town but during the past year 
Harlow Council has spent more than 
£20,000 clearing 68 unlawful traveller 
camps. 

It says it was regularly being targeted 
as a third of land in the Essex town 
was “green space”. 

In Peterborough, the local authority 
has set up three emergency stopping 
places in a bid to tackle the problem 
with unauthorised sites. The sites can 
be used by Travellers for up to 28 days 
a year. 

Mr Halfon said: “The problem with 
having temporary Traveller sites is 
that it doesn’t look like Travellers are 
using them. Sometimes the Travellers 
themselves won’t go on it. They have 
family disputes or there are different 
families of Travellers and they won’t 
go on the same site.” 

He added: “It also acts like a magnet 
for other Travellers and other illegal 
encampments in the area.”

Mr Halfon, who has gathered 2,000 
signatures on a petition calling on the 
authorities to do more, said the Chief 
Constable of Essex Police had 
appeased the Travellers. He also 
accused the Police and Crime 
Commissioner for Essex of “speaking 
up for the bureaucracy”. 

He added: “In some ways we’ve been 
let down by our Labour-run local 
authority.” 

“It’s just unsustainable. There are 
3-4,000 trying to get a home and they’re 
not allowed to break the law.” 


East of England MEP Richard Howitt 
said he did not support illegal encamp¬ 
ments but added: “What we [Labour 
Party] are against is the chronic lack of 
sites.” 

He pledged support for schemes like 
Peterborough and hit out at Mr Halfon 
for using “aggressive tactics”. 

Mr Howitt latervtweeted: “As Harlow 
MP attacks Essex Tory Police Com¬ 
missioner on Travellers I tell BBC 
Sunday Politics he won’t hang on to 
seat with hardline Conservative posi¬ 
tions.”

Dispute over county’s 
pothole repair claims 


CLAIMS by Essex County Council 
that it was winning the battle 
against potholes on the county’s 
roads have been greeted with 
disbelief by one Harlow council¬ 
lor. 

Dan Long, who has been waging 
a campaign to get holes on the 
town’s roads repaired, said he was 
shocked by County Hall’s state¬ 
ment that it was getting to grips 
with the problem. 

Cllr Long, one of five UKIP coun¬ 
cillors elected in May, said that in 
his Bush Fair ward there were still 
potholes that he described as 
“huge and dangerous”. 

“Harlow must be the only place 
in Essex where the reduction of 
potholes is minimal,” he said this 
week. 

“You only have to come and take 
a look around Longfield and 
Spencers Croft to see the amount 
of potholes we have here.” 

Cllr Long regularly reports the 
potholes he sees to the highways 
department at County Hall. 

“There is one pothole in 
Longfield which I reported nearly 
two years ago and it is still there,” 
he said. 

“The residents within my ward 
and the residents of Harlow in 
general feel like they are being 
neglected when it comes to street

and road repairs. 

“And after reading the report 
that Essex County Council say 
pothole numbers have fallen, I 
think it’s important to show that 
isn’t the case in Harlow.” 

Cllr Long said he would like Cllr 
Rodney Bass, ECC’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways and transporta¬ 
tion, to visit the town and see the 
defects from himself. 

He added: “Before he gives out 
figures and statistics on the 
reduction of potholes in Essex, he 
should come to Harlow and see 
for himself why Harlow residents 
feel that they are being neglect¬ 
ed.” 

The county council said last 
month that additional funding 
had been earmarked to tackle the 
problem and extra crews had 
been deployed on priority one 
roads - those with the highest 
volume of traffic - to speed up 
repairs. 

As a result the number of pot¬ 
holes had fallen from more than 
4,500 in June 2012 to 5,141. 

The additional crews will now 
be fixing defects on the 700 worst 
local urban roads across Essex by 
March next year.

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Candlelight protest gives 
light to switch-off anger

MORE than 20 people holding can¬ 
dles took part in a vigil to demon¬ 
strate their opposition to the decision 
to switch off street lights in Harlow 
for five hours each night. 

The protest held in Old Harlow was 
organised by Suzy Stride, Labour’s 
parliamentary hopeful for Harlow, as 
part of an on-going campaign to per¬ 
suade Essex County Council to reverse 
its decision and switch the lights back 
on. 

The part-night lighting programme, 
which is in force throughout the coun¬ 
ty, was introduced in Harlow in March. 

Street lights are switched off for five 
hours each night from 12-5am. The 
only exceptions are in the town centre, 
key road junctions and roads notori¬ 
ous for accidents which are excluded 
from the scheme. 

The protest was timed to coincide 
with the end of British Summer Time, 
when clocks were turned back one 
hour. 

Ms Stride told the Star: “I thought it 
was really good. We had more than 20 
people there and lots more calling and 
emailing their support. 

“The candlelight protest was a posi¬ 
tive way to send a message to the 
Tories on Essex County Council that 


people are not happy their street lights 
are off and they want them to be 
switched back on. 

“It is about feeling safe in your com¬ 
munity, about not having a fear of 
crime. Savings will not be made for 
years and I feel the switch-off is an 
out-of-touch move by County Hall.” 

Ms Stride is hoping to hold several 
other events as part of the campaign. 
She is calling on ah residents to tie a 
yellow ribbon around the street light 
they want to be turned back on. 

“It is an Essex-wide initiative which 
we are bringing to Harlow,” she said. 
“We’re calling on residents to tie a yel¬ 
low ribbon around the street light they 
want turned back on from now until 
Bonfire Night on November 5 when a 
lot of residents will be out later than 


usual.” 

She has also been running a petition 
about the scheme and described it is 
one of the biggest local issues among 
voters. 

“People are really angry about it, 
they just do not feel safe,” she said. 

According to the county council 
there has been no adverse impact on 
crime figures since the lights were 
switched off. 

A spokesman said: “We are unaware 
of any issues in Harlow since the pro¬ 
gramme began. We will, however, con¬ 
tinue to respond to requests from the 
emergency services if there are areas 
which they believe should be exempt. 

“We stand by our decision which was 
introduced to generate savings of more 
than £lm a year.”

ONE of Harlow's secondary schools has been 
given the green light to create new science 
laboratories, a multi-functioning room and a 
larger dining area. 

Members of Harlow Council’s development 
management committee were unanimous in 
their support for the building work at Stewards 
Academy, in Parnall Road, when they dis¬ 
cussed the plans last Wednesday. 

The school is built on designated green 
wedge land which is predominantly to the 
south of the building. The new two-storey 
extension will be built to the eastern side of the 
school. 

Parking provision at the school was deemed 
more than sufficient by planning officers, who 
said there was more space than at other 
schools in town. 

Pat fenkins, business manager at Stewards 
Academy, said: “From the outset we were very 
keen to ensure the design was going to blend in 
as well as we could manage with the existing 
school. We are happy with the design. 

“We have 10 teachers [for science] and eight 
classes in a year group, so it means there is an 
awful lot of shuffling around. Specialist les¬ 
sons are not always taking place in specialist 
laboratories. 

“We are not seeking to expand our numbers 
at this point in time, we just need this accom¬ 
modation for the children we have got. We just 
need more space.” 

Councillor Ion Clempner told the meeting: 
“Anything that contributes to education provi¬ 
sion in Harlow is good for me” while Councillor 
lean Clark added: “The educational value [of 
the plans] is overwhelming. 

“It is very good and they have tried hard to 
keep the design and make it compatible.”

AMERICAN burger bar Five Guys has opened 
in Harlow and is already receiving rave 
reviews from fast food lovers. 

Five Guys was founded in 1986 and now has 
more than 1,000 sites, with fans including US 
President Barack Obama. 

The fast food restaurant opened at the Water 
Gardens last week and social media was awash 
with people looking forward to trying it out. 

“So excited that five guys opened today in 
Harlow,” said @LucyThomas while @Louiza_9 
said: “#FiveGuys in #Harlow...time to check it 
out!!!” 

The first Five Guys opened in Virginia, USA in 
1986. Originally a family business - the name 
represents the five Murrell brothers who run it 
- the company began offering franchise 
opportunities in the 
USA in 2003. 

They sold more than 
300 units in just 18 
months. There are now 
more than 1,000 
locations across the 
world with a further 
1,500 in development. 

The first UK 
restaurant launched 
in Covent Garden in 
fuly last year, with 
branches in Reading 
and Islington opening 
soon after. More branches are 
scheduled to open in the coming months. 

Since its UK launch 15 months ago the 
popular burger joint has gained a cult-like 
following in the UK for its simple high quality 
burgers. 

fohn Eckbert, UK chief executive of Five Guys,

told the Star: “One thing that hasn’t changed is 
the Murrell family’s dedication to delivering the 
best quality burgers in town. 

“From locally sourced meat and cheese, to 
where its bacon and potatoes come from, and 
the brand of ketchup, cooking methods, 
absence of frozen food, oil types and 
temperatures - the focus is always on freshness 
and quality over quantity.” 

The Harlow restaurant employs 35 people and 
has proved popular with residents. The layout 
has even changed to help cope with the 
increasing demand. 

Mr Eckbert said: “We’ve very interested in 
growing across the 
UK. What’s great 
about Harlow is 
there are a lot of 
families and that’s 
really important to 
us.” 

There are more 
than 250,000 
possible ways to 
order a burger at Five 
Guys and the firm 
only fresh roll 
stamped Irish prime 
beef. 

There are no 
freezers in Five Guys locations - just coolers - so 
nothing is ever frozen.

Fewer out of work as more take up apprenticeships 


PRIME Minister David 
Cameron congratulated 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon on 
the fall in unemployment in 
Harlow. 

Speaking in Prime Ministers 
Questions, Mr Halfon asked: 
“Is my right honourable 
friend aware that in the past 
couple of years youth 
unemployment in Harlow has 
gone down by 53 per cent, 
general unemployment has 
gone down by 43 per cent, 
and apprenticeships have 
increased by 82 per cent.” 

Mr Cameron replied: “First 
of all I’d like to congratulate 
my honourable friend on all 
the work he does locally to 


help promote jobs, to help 
promote apprenticeships, and 
to promote training. 

“He is absolutely right - a 56 
per cent decline in 
unemployment in his 
constituency. “ 

Figures released this week 
show that the Jobseekers 
Allowance claimant rate in 
Harlow is now just 3.1 per 
cent, with unemployment 
having fallen by 56 per cent 
and youth unemployment 
falling by 42.9 per cent. 

But, Harlow’s Labour 
parliamentary candidate Suzy 
Stride said the figures did not 
reflect the “real experience” of 
people in Harlow. 


“While Robert Halfon and 
David Cameron congratulate 
each other on how well they are 
doing on the economy, the real 
experience of people in Harlow 
isn’t so rosy,” she said. 

“Figures from the 
independent Office of Budget 
Responsibility show the 
Government will make less 
than they expect in tax this 
year, because of the growth in 
low paid work. 

“Lord Freud the welfare 
minister, might not think some 
people deserve the minimum 
wage but Labour will continue 
to push for better skills and 
better paid jobs in Harlow and 
in our country.”

Craig’s devilish designs 
are perfect on pumpkins

FOR most of the year Craig Childs is 
kept busy with process checklists in 
his job as compliance manager at 
the Church Langley branch of 
Tesco. 

But for one day this week he 
swapped his normal routine to 
take on the role of chief pump¬ 
kin carver at the store. 

After Craig’s colleagues 
spotted his hidden talents 
for carving intricate 
pumpkin designs on 
Twitter, Tesco bosses 
invited him to carve devil¬ 
ish designs for customers 
in the store as part of a 
Halloween activity across 50 
of its branches 

“I’ve always been quite crea¬ 
tive, but I haven’t pursued any¬ 
thing art-related since I left school,” 
said Craig, who has worked for the 
company for 17 years. 

“Three years ago I carved a pump¬ 
kin for a friend’s daughter using a 
design I found online and it all 
took off from there. 

“Since then it’s become quite a 
passion of mine and I can find 
myself carving up to 12 designs a 
day - everything from tradition¬ 
al Halloween designs, to scenes 


from Disney’s Frozen. The walk in 
the woods design I completed 
this week was the toughest 
so far as it was particu¬ 
larly detailed and requ¬ 
ired a lot of time and 


patience.” 

Yesterday (Wednesday) he 
was kept busy showing cus¬ 
tomers his skills. 

“I was thrilled to be 
named chief pumpkin 
carver for the day,” he 
said. “It made a change 
to job swap and carve 
in public as I usually 
work on my designs 
from the comfort of 
my living room.” 

Steve Lewis, manager 
of the Church Langley 



store, said: “We’re so impressed by 
Craig’s talents and we thought it’d be 
a shame not to share his creepy craft. 
We know our customers love cele¬ 
brating Halloween and our in store 
carving masterclass helped custom¬ 
ers get in the spirit this year.” 

Craig’s tops tips for 
the perfect pumpkin 

Planning: Research the design you want 
to create first and then choose your 
pumpkin. Think about the size you need, 
the depth of colour and whether you 
want a wrinkled or smooth surface. 

Little by little: It’s easy to get a 
little ‘scalpel happy’ with 
pumpkins and you can easily 
make a mistake. Always carve 
a little at a time. It’s much 
easier to scoop out more of 
the flesh or to shave a little 
more of the skin off than it ! 
is to correct a mistake if you 
go too far. 

Approach it differently: I 

Traditional designs tend to cut | 
out large chunks of the 
pumpkin flesh so you can see 
right through, but some of my most 
popular designs have been shaved 
into the outside skin. You can create 
a better depth of image and candle 
light can still shine through if you 
carve out some of the flesh from the 
inside.

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GARDENING & FOOD

YOU may be opening your front door 
to mischievous trick or treaters in 
ghoulish guises this Halloween, but 
peep into your back garden and you 
could also spot some stinking, spiky 
and poisonous subjects. 

While would-be wizards and 
witches may be taunting you on your 
doorstep, in your garden you may 
experience something equally sinister. 
Some plants can sting, burn, cut you 
or emit an acrid, foul-smelling odour. 

Among the most prickly of plants 
is the hawthorn. As a thorny hedge 
it will deter even the most persistent 
burglar. The thorns of mature plants 
can pierce the toughest glove and I've 
often had to pick them out of my thick 
gardening clogs to stop them from 
pricking my toes. 

It features among the Metropolitan 
Police list of top shrubs for deterring 
thieves. Other prickly candidates 
include creeping juniper, common 
holly, firethorn (pyracantha), juniper 
and purple berberis. The Met advises 
people to plant hedges of such 
unfriendly shrubs to use nature's own 
defence mechanisms and keep out 
burglars. 

Then there are the plants which 
don't smell quite as sweet as you'd 
like. In fact they stink. Take the titan 
arum (Amorphophallus titanum) 
and the dragon arum (Dracunculus 
vulgaris) - both smell like rotting 
corpses when in flower to attract 
pollinating flies. 

The titan arum, also known as the 
'corpse flower' for obvious reasons, 
is nevertheless beautiful, growing to 
3m tall. Its gigantic crimson flower 
spans 3m and is a great magnet for 
pollinating insects but you won't find

it in the average British garden as it 
prefers the rainforests of Sumatra 
as its natural habitat. However, you 
can admire it in the exotic sections of 
botanical gardens such as the Eden 
Project in Cornwall and at Kew. 

Then there's stinking iris - Iris 
foetidissima - whose leaves have a 
pungent scent but which comes into 
its own visually in autumn and winter, 
putting on a spectacular display 
when its huge seed pods burst open 
to reveal brilliant orange, sometimes 
red, seeds. They cling to the pods 
throughout the winter until the spring 
and are ignored by birds. 

Others in the bad smells league 
include the pineapple lily (Eucomis 
bicolor) and the dead horse arum 
(Helicodiceros muscivorus), named for 
obvious reasons. 

While many bulbs bring heady 
fragrance to spring including the 
sweetly scented hyacinth, others have

pretty horrible odours including the 
imposing crown imperial (Fritillaria 
imperialis). But don't let the smell put 
you off because its impressive orange 
flowers make more of a statement 
than its whiffy pong. 

No Halloween would be complete 
without its share of witches, whose 
potions have been linked with some of 
our most common plants. 

Hemlock, for instance, is highly 
poisonous and closely linked with 
witchcraft. It doesn't look significantly 
different from the hedge parsley or 


cow parsley which grows along roads, 
ditches, trails, or the edges of fields. 

Its white flowerheads resemble those 
of parsnips, carrots or angelica, while 
the bright green leaves are deeply- 
cut, even feathery and delicate. Yet 
all plant parts are poisonous, with 
the seeds containing the highest 
concentration of poison, causing toxic 
reactions. 

Deadly nightshade (Belladonna), 
another common plant often found 
in hedgerows, was one of the main 
ingredients in witches' brews during 
the Middle Ages, while blackthorn 
is often referred to as a witch's tree. 

As late as the 1940s, anyone seen to 
carry a blackthorn walking stick was 
suspected of being a witch. 

There is beauty in all, even the most 
sinister of subjects. So have a happy 
Halloween - but just remember the 
plants with slightly darker properties, 
hidden in the nooks and crannies of 
your garden.

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Coleman cuts the mustard 


IT'S been a year since she won 
MasterChef but life is still throwing 
up surprises for Natalie Coleman. 

There was the MasterChef: The 
Finalists cookbook which she 
co-wrote with runners-up Dale 
Williams and Larkin Cen, some very 
exciting work placements in 
the kitchens of celebrity 
chefs Tom Kerridge, 

Michel Roux Jr and 
Marcus Wareing, and 
the hours she passed 
chewing the fat with 
childhood hero Ade 
Edmondson, who won 
Celebrity MasterChef 
last year. 


"Jennifer Saunders tweeted 
me because I was going up to 
the BBC Good Food Show and 
Ade was going to be there," she 
recalls, laughing as she admits 
she "screamed" with joy when 
the comedienne followed her on 
Twitter. 

"I spent a whole day with Ade," 
says Natalie. We were just geeking 
off about cooking and talking 
about recipes and gadgets. That 
was crazy." 

She received another pinch-me 
moment a few days after scooping 
the coveted MasterChef winner 
title which she earned with her 
highly-praised pork belly and 


Scotch egg dish. 

"I had a tweet from Nigella," 
says the 31-year-old former credit 
controller, referring to her long¬ 
time food idol Nigella Lawson. "It 
was something like 'Just back from 
Brazil... so happy my girl Natalie 
Coleman won'. It was about 11pm 
on a Friday but I called everyone, 
didn't I? I was so happy." 

Natalie jokes that she'll be putting 
her newfound status to good 
use to help her with a meal she's 
included in her new cookbook, 
Winning Recipes For Every Day. 

In it she offers up her late Nan's 
corned beef hash pie as a tribute 
to the "brilliant cook" who often 


BUTTERNUT SQUASH 
MASCARPONE TART 
(serves 6-8) 

1 medium butternut squash, peeled 
and chopped into 1-2cm chunks 
(chopped weight 650g) 

Leaves from 1 rosemary sprig 
Itbsp olive oil, plus extra for 
drizzling 
25g butter 

One-and-a half large red onions, 
sliced 

Itbsp caster sugar 
4-5tbsp balsamic vinegar 
1 x 375g sheet of ready-rolled puff 
pastry 

2tbsp pine nuts 
4-5tbsp mascarpone cheese 
1 red chilli, finely sliced, or 1/2tsp 
dried chilli flakes (optional) 

1 egg, beaten, for glazing 
Handful of rocket leaves, to garnish 


Preheat the oven to 220C/200C 
fan/gas mark 7. Place the 
butternut squash in a baking 
tray and sprinkle with the 
rosemary leaves. Drizzle with a 
good glug of olive oil and season 
with salt. Bake in the oven for 
20-25 minutes until the 
butternut squash is tender. 

Meanwhile, in a frying pan set 
on a low heat warm the 
tablespoon of olive oil and melt 
the butter. Add the onions, sugar 
and four tablespoons of 
balsamic vinegar, and season 
well with salt and pepper. Cook 
gently for 20-25 minutes until 
the onions are softened and 
caramelised. Taste the onions 
while cooking, as you may need 
to add the extra spoonful of 
vinegar. 

Just before the butternut 
squash and onions are ready, 


unroll the pastry onto a large 
baking sheet and score a border 
around the pastry, about 1.5cm 
from the edge, like a picture 
frame. Using a fork, prick all 
over the pastry inside the 
‘frame’. 

When the squash and onions 
are ready, remove the onions 
from the pan using a slotted 
spoon to ensure that any excess 
oil is left behind. Spread the 
onions evenly over the centre of 
the pastry (staying within the 
border), scatter with the squash, 
sprinkle on the pine nuts and 
dollop the mascarpone on top. 
Season with a little more salt 
and a good grinding of pepper. 
Sprinkle with the chopped red 
chilli or chilli flakes, if using. 
Brush the border with beaten 
egg, so you get a nice shine on 
the pastry.

whizzed up cakes and treats for her 
granddaughter. 

"The thing is, my Nan died 
when I was 16 and no-one knows 
her recipe. She literally took it 
to the grave with her. I spoke to 
Nan's sister because the pie's a 
northern thing and she lives up in 
Sunderland.

W HETHER you have 

school-age children or 
not, primary schools can 
affect the price of your 
home. 

We’ve all heard tales of the 
lengths some people will go 
to to get their children into 
the ‘right’ school so it’s no 
surprise that demand for 
housing in the good 
catchment areas are so 
high. That increased 
demand pushes up prices - 
the better the school, the 
higher they go. 

Nationwide has carried out 
some research to calculate 
the premiums we pay for 
living near good primary 
schools. 

Primary school catchment 
areas tend to be relatively 
small and so Nationwide 
easily isolated which houses 
were in the right places and 
compared their prices with 
primary school performance 
tables. They found that, for 
every 10 per cent increase 
in the SATs pass rate for 
11-year -olds, the average 
house increased in value by 
3.3 per cent or £7,450. 

In the north, the premium 
was as high as 4.5 per cent. 
London attracted the least 
premium, maybe because 
there were more choices 
available or perhaps 
because there were other 
key price influences 
involved such as proximity 
to transport links etc. 

However, the largest 
premium belongs to houses 
in the catchment areas of 
the best performing schools 
- the top 2.4 per cent of 
primaries in England with a 
100 per cent attainment rate 
(at Level 4) in the latest 
SATs. These properties can 
command an 11 per cent 
premium over an identical 
property located near a 
school in the bottom 25 per 
cent. 

So how does this compare 
to the uplift in value 
provided by the more 
traditional home 
improvements? The 
research showed it adds 
more than an extra 
bathroom (+1.3 per ent) and 
nearly as much as a 10 per 
cent increase in the floor 
area (+4.8 per cent). 
However, if you are looking 
for maximum added value, 
an extra bedroom (+11.4 per 
cent) or a loft conversion 
(+20.3 per cent) remain at 
the top.

winter-beating four-wheel drive. 

The NX is a bit of a Tardis, too, 
with 475 litres of boot space 
courtesy of a huge hidden 
compartment and enough rear 
legroom to let your kids have a 
game of boules. There’s also a 
space-saver spare wheel as 
standard - unique among the 
NX’s rivals. 

But check this out for a practical 
feature: the bottle holder in the 
centre console has a high-friction 
base so you can open twist-cap 
drinks with one hand. Very neat. 
There’s also an induction 
charging pad that needs no wires 
to charge a compatible handset. 


For the most part the NX is high 
quality, especially the leathers. 
There are one or two small bits of 
Toyota-spec plastic but they’re 
easy to ignore. 

The touchpad computer 
interface is actually more 
intuitive than you might initially 
give it credit for, too. 

The drive is impressively 
refined, with supple suspension, 
decent body control and super¬ 
smooth response from the hybrid 
powertrain. It’s not that hard to 


accelerate gently away using just 
the electric motor, but on the 
other hand the outright 
performance is nothing Usain 
Bolt would get excited about. 

At least the seats are worth a 
postcard home. Big, perfectly 
supportive and highly adjustable, 
the only caveat is for drivers who 
like their seat back very upright, 
at which point the forward¬ 
leaning anti-whiplash headrests 
become a pain. 

The Mark Levinson stereo - 
exclusive to the Premier trim 
grade - is worth a mention, too. It 
has special software to identify 
and compensate for the lost 


quality of compressed digital 
music and as long as the source is 
hooked up via a wired 
connection, it’s brilliant. Music 
played via Bluetooth doesn’t 
benefit in the same way. 

Value for money 

The NX has stiff opposition from 
its German arch-enemies but it’s 
more than good enough to win 
fans at the mid-range luxury 
price of £34,495. 

Classic FM-smooth hybrid drive 
is a big selling point and the 
clever on-board tech is right on 
the money. It’s just a shame that 
so much of it is reserved for this 
£42,995 Premier range-topper. 

Who would buy one? 

There are USPs for parents, 
business users, tech geeks and 
obviously people who’ve had 
enough of the usual German 
options. 

The NX is a clever car,and a lot 
of people should appreciate its 
comfort, gadgets and generally 
premium feel. 

This deserves to be the car that 
boosts Lexus’ UK sales to the next 
level.

Alzapiedi lifts lid 
on Hawks exit 
at troubled time 

FORMER Harlow Town boss Glen 
Alzapiedi has lifted the lid on his last 
days as Hawks manager during a 
troubled time for the Essex club both 
on and off the pitch. 

Alzapiedi returned to his old club 
when he brought his new Cheshunt 
team to The Harlow Arena in a Ryman 
north division match on Saturday. 

The 50-year-old left Harlow in the 
summer of 2009, after failing to save 
the Hawks from relegation from the 
Ryman premier division. 

Alzapiedi, who was a midfielder for 
the Hawks in the 1990s, had been 
appointed Harlow boss in December 
2008 following the sacking of player- 
boss Ryan Kirby when the club went 
on an 11-match losing streak. 

Alzapiedi was appointed by then 
chairman Simon Morgan, but when 
he quit the club in a summer of tur¬ 
moil that followed the club’s relega¬ 
tion, the manager’s job was under 
threat. 

He claims incoming chairman 
Carol Bothwell told him he had to 
win his first three league games or he 
would be sacked. 

He was upset about this and two 
days later, in July, decided to leave the 
club. 

This left Harlow managerless with 
the league season a month away, so 
Bothwell appointed rookie boss 
Anthony Anstead, 30. 

However, he was clearly out of his 
depth and was eventually replaced 
by fans’ favourite Marvin Samuel in 
November of 2008. 

Alzapiedi said: “She [Bothwell] told 
me if I didn’t win the first three games 
I was going to get the sack. It was 
clear to me it was time to move on.” 

Alzapiedi improved Harlow when 
he initially took over, but they were 
never far from the relegation zone 
and a killer blow was when they suf¬ 
fered a three points deduction when 
they fielded new signing Ricci Crace. 
He was ineligible but played in a pre¬ 
mier division fixture against 
Wealdstone after an administrative 
error. 

He said: “In terms of what I wanted 
as a manager I wanted to implement 
a style of play. 

“But for circumstances, I would 
have succeeded in the premier league 
that season. The points deduction 
that we had, had a big effect on us. 

“Suddenly we needed seven points 
and not four from the last four games 
to survive.” 

He added: “I had been told that 
Ricci Crace was OK to play. But he 
was still registered as a contract play¬ 
er at Enfield Town. 

“What was happening off the field 
was out of my hands.”
